Will the aldermanic majority and the 
special interest groups face up to the fact 
that about one-third of the citizens of 
Atlanta are Negroes and that they, too, 
must have housing? It is a group some- 
what advanced in income level and educa- 
tion. Atlanta is a center of Negro educa- 
tion and business. If the aldermanic board 
has by its reversal opened a Pandora’s 
box of troubles which will halt Atlanta’s 
growth and economic advancement, its 
members, too, will pay a part of the 
penalty. } 

The aldermanic board majority has 
taken all things into its hands. 

Now will it “find another place’’—as 
was so glibly suggested? The city’s fu- 
ture depends on whether or not the board 
has put its feet in the path of permanent 
opposition to the necessary development 
of this city.

Two From Carroll Set 
Corn-Growing Example 


In winning top honors in the 4-H Club 
Hybrid Corn Program two young men 
from Carroll County have demonstrated 
what can be accomplished by following 
sound practices. 

Edward Shadrix and Ronnie Crutch- 
field grew 149 and 139 bushels per acre 
respectively. 

The achievement is all the more sig- 
nificant in view of the fact that the av- 
erage yield per acre in Carroll County 
over a three-year period is 26.5 bushels. 

The amount of profit realized from 
corn and other row crops is tied closely to 
the yield per acre. The two 4-H’ers from 
Carroll, along with other prize winners in 
the hybrid corn program, are using scien- 
tific methods that others would do well 
to adopt.

Grady. County’s Example 
Could Benefit Others 


Grady County, of which Cairo is the 
county seat, has set a splendid example 
with a tax equalization and modernization 
program which has attracted statewide 
attention. Recently it received a citation 
from other tax officials as the county 
“with the most outstanding tax equaliza- 
tion program in 1959.” 

As a result of reappraisals cn a more 
realistic basis, the county’s tax millage 
has been reduced from 47.65 to 15.34 to 
yield approximately the same amount of 
revenue. 

The county equalization program fol- 
lows that of the City of Cairo itself, which 
was one of the first to carry cut a scien- 
tific reappraisal back in 1947. Its success 
prompted the county finally to follow suit 
with full approval of most citizens. 

There are signs over the state indicat- 
ing other progressive communities are 
beginning to see the value of an equali-

zation program. They are realizing it to 
be in their own self-interest. 

In Gordon County, for instance, editor 
J. Roy McGinty suggests his county work 
cooperatively with the City of Calhoun 


to carry out a similar plan. He believes, 


correctly that it would be in the county’s 
and city’s best interests to do so. 


The few communities who have 
adopted tax equalization and reappraisal 
programs are pleased with results. But 
resistance to change, especially on the 
part of those who have not been pay- 
ing their fair share of the tax burden, has 
kept it to a minimum. But all Georgia 
counties and cities would profit enor- 
mously if they would drum up enough 
courage to follow the example of Cairo 
and Grady County.

State Is Keeping Track 
Of Its Equipment Now 


Another case stemming from the 
looseness of the Griffin administration 
has ended with the state receiving $1,500 
rental on a tractor missing for some 18 
months. 

The amount paid was set by a Wayne 
County jury after the Board of Correc- 
tions had sought $10,728 from contractor 
Ted Odum of Jesup for use of the ma- 
chine. 

“Losing” a tractor is somewhat akin 
to misplacing an elephant. But the inci- 
dent was in keeping with other strange 
happenings, such as the purchase of sieve- 
like boats, during that free-wheeling era 
of misgovernment. 

Another thing we mention in passing 
is that the machine was discovered to be 
missing from the Wayne Prison Branch 
during an investigation being conducted 
by The Constitution. Thereupon the state 
busied itself to some extent looking hither 
and yon for the large piece of equip- 
ment. Somehow or other it wasn’t found, 
though, until Constitution staff writer 
Jack Nelson spotted it on the side of a 
road. 

Under the present administration a 
system is in operation whereby the state 
itself is keeping track of its possessions. 
This is a welcome departure from the 
practices of the past whereby little re- 
gard was accorded the quality of pur- 
chases made with taxpayers’ funds, much 
less what disposition was made of a little 
old thing like a costly road scraper.

Government Salary Scale 
Needs Greater Flexibility 


One of the knottiest administrative problems before the federal 
government was brought out by Dr. Charles L. Critchfield’s with- 
drawal from appointment as head of the Pentagon’s Advanced Re- 
search Project Agency. Although his qualifications and the legality 
of the appointment were not questioned it had been pointed out that 
Dr. Critchfield’s plan to serve without government pay while retain- 
ing his $40,000 salary from Convair, one of the chief contractors for 
ARPA, would violate the principle underlying the conflict-of-interest 


laws. . 
The principle that a govern- 
ment executive ought to be paid 


by the government and not by 
a private corporation is unques- 
tionably sound even though the 
law permits 10 exceptions to be 
made in the Defense department. 
It is also important, however, 
that the government should be 
able to attract to national serv- 
ice the nation’s best brains, espe- 
cially in such highly technical 
fields as rockets and missiles. In 
this case it is unfortunate that 
the government has lost the serv- 
ices of an exceptionally able 
scientist because it could not 
compete with the salary, retire- 
ment and other rewards indus- 
try could give him. 

How to cope with this problem 
deserves the best thought of 
both administration and Con- 
gress. It is not enough to advo- 
cate merely making an exception 
to the conflict-of-interest laws 
whenever a case comes up. For 
though each exception might be 
justified standing alone the col- 
lective effect of them could be 
the destruction of a principle 
which is generally agreed to 
be sound. | 

It might be helpful if the gov- 
ernment stressed recruitment 
from other ‘fields in addition to 
business, There is nothing wrong 


‘ 


with going to the business world 
for talent but an administration 
like the present one which tends 
to go nowhere else is bound to 
find the salary competition 
toughest. Business ought to fur- 
nish its just quota of government 
executives but the universities, 


laboratories, professions and 
government itself have some- 
thing to offer as well. Convair 


went to a university to recruit 
Dr. Critchfield for its organiza- 
tion; why could not the govern- 
ment follow the same procedure? 

Even so, instances undoubted- 
ly will occur when a good man 
cannot be brought into govern- 
ment because of pay differen- 
tials. Instead of making excep- 
tions in these cases to the con- 
flict-of-interest principle why not 


make exceptions to the normal . 


government salary scale? Flexi- 
bility of administration, which 
enabled the government to pay 
what it takes to get unusually 
qualified executives for a limit- 
ed number of gey posts, might be 
worth considering. Perhaps pri- 
vate foundations could ‘‘endow” 
supplementary compensation for 
those key posts. Whatever the 
instrumentality there ought to be 
a way for the government to re- 
cruit exceptional people without 
sacrificing the conflict-of-interest 
principle.

All of this is a pertinent back- 
drop to the U.N. debate on Hun- 
gary. Hungary is a proper and 
vital matter for the United Na- 
tions for three reasons: 

1, For the sake of Hungary 
itself and the rights of the Hun- 
garian people to be free and in- 
dependent; 2. because the Soviet 
repression of Hungary is not an 
isolated incident; it is a pattern 
of Communist policy; 3. only as 
we keep Hungary clearly in mind 
can we see what Khrushchev 
means when he says he favors 
“‘noninterference in the internal 
affairs of other countries.”’ 

The presence of Soviet troops 
in Hungary must be part of that 
““noninterference.”’ 

Khrushchev is at his bluntest 
best in explaining to the Buda- 
pest Congress that Moscow’s 
armed intervention in 1956 was 
comparable to armed interven- 
tion by Tsar Nicholas I to put 
down the Hungarian uprising in 
1848 which was-aimed at freeing 
Hungary from the feudal control 
of the Austrian emperor. 

It seems to me that Mr. K.'s 
comparison is absolutely ac- 
curate, that he and Tsar Nicholas 
I did exactly the same thing for 
the same purpose under the same 
circumstances.

Now and then there’s a letter 
in the mail decrying the com- 
mercialization of Christmas. I 
read them with sympathy but I 
never can really whomp up 
enough indignation to join in 
the protest.

These trees have been 
lovingly assembled and deco- 
rated to emphasize the special 
meanings, the tender personal 
and highly individual customs 
of Christmas celebrants in 14 


countries. The exhibit is shown 
at a price—25 cents for children 
and 50 cents for adults—and the 
proceeds go to the community 
civic and cultural programs of 
the art association and the gar- 
den club.

Fear of X-Ray Danger 
Is Not Anything New 


Q. I have felt reassured because my children’s 


dentist X rays their jaws periodically. 


My mother, 


though, is horrified. She says X rays are dangerous. 


Are her fears justified? 
A. Fear of X rays is to some 
extent justified, Mrs. P.T. For 
medical radiation — as all ra- 
diation — can be dangerous if 
improperly used. Its use for 
good must be balanced against 
its risk.

To- 
day’s hand offers an example of a 
case in which East made an al- 
together intelligent signal which 
West justifiably overrode because 
he had pipelines of his own. 


North took no chances on being 
dropped somewhere along the 
line and went all the way to four 
spades after his partner’s one 
spade response. Very little was 
required from South to produce a 
reasonable play for game. 


West opened the ace of hearts. 
East played the deuce. West then 
shifted to the ace of diamonds 
and East contributed another 
deuce. From his standpoint, a dia- 
mond continuation did not appear 
advantageous, inasmuch as he 
could visualize the defeat of the 
contract if his king of clubs could 
be established before his king of 
diamonds was dislodged. 


Had West sheepishly followed 
the dictates of his partner and 
shifted to a club, declarer would 
no doubt have run home with his 
contract. But West did some 
thinking for himself. 


Even if East held the king of 
clubs, which his play indicated, 
declarer could still not be pre- 
vented from winning the hand, 
for the defense would cash only 
one heart, one diamond and a 
club. West’s continuation of the 
diamond was based not on ob- 
stinacy but, on the conviction that 
he knew something which East

Chalkley and associates can set the record straight by 
merely phoning E. J. (Buzzy) Bavasi, the Dodger vice president. 
And that’s what they should have done before lowering the 
boom on an organization which has agreed to provide baseball 
entertainment here this summer at no cost, other than admis- 
sion prices. 


Admittedly, Southern Association baseball isn't the best brand 
of baseball. But it’s the only brand available to Atlanta at the 
moment. The Dodger dew here is strictly for one year. 


‘“‘We have assurance from Earl Mann that we can have Pion 
de Leon Park this summer,” new Atlanta General Manager Jerry 
Waring said Tuesday afternoon. ‘‘On that basis our operation here 
is gauged for one year. If Atlanta can advance into the Continental 
League, we certainly don't intend to block the path. Our only interest 
in coming here was to assist the Southern Association and keep a 
city like Atlanta in baseball.”’ 


Instead of blasting the Dodgers, Major Sports should be applaud- 
ing them for keeping the sport alive.

One of the James Boys, Gang of Others 
Stole Spotlight on Also-Ran Teams

“To the victors belong the spoils’’ is quite true in high school 
football, too, so it is inevitable that most of the newspaper head- 
lines go to players on championship teams. Yet, equally true, is 
the fact some of the state's most accomplished 
players come from elevens not fortunate enough 
to step into the winners’ circle.

Falling into this category this year are fel- 
lows like Avondate’s Frank James, Bainbridge’s 
Ed Varner and Fred Barber, LaFayette’s Jimmy 
Dendy, West Rome's Carroll Phillips, Hart 
County’s Kenneth Sanford and Rockmart’s Phil 
Lawson. All rank with the best of any year. 


James, the finest faking quarterback we have" 
seen in high school since Francis Tarkenton de- 
parted Athens High, could well become the prize 
college plum of all the many fine senior quarter- 
backs around. And had his team, which won 9 of 
10, not dropped a 13-12 decision to Gainesville, he might have been 
chosen Class AA back of the year. That’s how fine hairs are split 
at all-star picking time sometimes 


Charlie Rebrts 


James, a 170-pounder who backed up the line but must move to 
a deeper defensive spot in college, gained 1,030 yards rushing and 
passing. And he didn’t pass much because Coach Calvin Ramsey 
had such fine running ‘‘horses” in Edwin Pritchett, Mark Thompson 
and Ditto Thomas. 


But James averaged six yards per try, completed 22 of 40 
passes for 470 yards and four touchdowns. And on defense he made 
49 individual tackles and assisted in 41 others in 10 games. 


Varner, one of Georgia’s swiftest runners, gained a whopping 
1,115 yards on 82 rushes and scored 86 points. Barber, like Varner, 
a junior, tallied 59 points and stepped off 670 yards on 116 carries 
although hampered half the season with ankle injuries. 


Dendy, 5-10, 160- pound senior, rollicked 1,075 yards overland, 
averaging 7.2, and had 1,339 total yards. Phillips, 5-11, 185-pound 
tailback, blitzed foes for 1.058 yards on land, hit 17 of 31 passes 
for 247 yards and two touchdowns, scored 58 points and made 51 
tackles. 


Sanford, 6-0, 174-pound fullback, is called by Coach Elmo Neal 
“as good as any all-round back we've had at Hartwell in eight 
years.’” Lawson, 5-11, 170-pound quarterback-fullback, is hailed by 
Reese Slaughter as one of the finest clutch runners and all-round 
performers he’s had at Rockmart or elsewhere. 


PREP PRATTLE—Coach David Hill at Reidsyille says his 
Coy Hodges, whom he shifted to backfield this year, is a college 
prospect as an end. Of the 180-pounder, who averaged 41.7 
yards per boot on 38 kicks, Hill says, ‘“‘He could make it on his 
punting alone.”’ . Joe Owen, Blakely-Union guard, is being 
hailed as “best lineman we faced” by several South Georgia 
coaches, and Blakely’s other guard, junior Frank Pickie, is 
almost as good, they say. . . . Robert Williams, the Jenkins 
County comet, finished with 132 points in 10 games and rushed 
for 1,765 yards rushing, an average of eight yards per carry and 
176.5 per game. . . . But how about that Ronnie Dixon at Vi- 
dalia. He stormed 1,906 yards on 210 carries, a 9.7 average. 
Counting pass receptions, Dixon averaged 182 yards a game, 
and he scored 154 points. . . . Billy Hill of Glennville probably 
is the state’s fastest back. As a junior he won the region 100- 
yard dash in 9.9 seconds. 


ANDY AGOOS, 5-9, 157-pound senior back for Sylvester, 


has an “A’’ average for 4 years and hopes to go to Georgia 
Tech. A remarkable all-round athlete, Agoos is Coach Jimmy 


Williams’ idea of the best runner-defender of any little player 
he has ever seen. He scored 108 points last year and this sea- 
son, while averaging about 100 yards rushing per game, tallied 
78. . . . When Brown’s Ken Nesbitt blocked a Marietta punt, 
leading to a touchdown, it marked the first kick block against 
French JohnSon’s Devils all season. . . . Marietta, in winning 
by 26-12, was the only team to score more than one TD against 
Brown all year. . . . Miami Edison beat Miami High, 27-0, in 
the Orange Bowl the other night before 38,000 fans.
